the sale or 
giving 
away 
of 
tobacco 
to 
boys 
under sixteen years 
of 
age 
As 
these boys are seen smoking 
it is 
evident that they are able to get the 
tobacco from some one and it would 
be well for storekeepers to notify 
their clerks not to sell tobacco to 
school boys 
If the parents of these boys will 
cooperate with the teachers it will 
be very easy to break up this most 
pernicious habit and save their boys
